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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the request for consideration filed on November 23, 
2004, in which claims 1-45 are presented for further examination. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on November 23, 2004 with respect to the rejection(s)of 
claim(s) 1-45 under 103 rejection, have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the 
rejection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a variety of 
databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 1-45 are allowable in light of the 
terminal disclaimer and in light of the prior art made of record. 

Reason For Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The present 
invention is directed to system of detecting interactions among objects associated with RFID 
tags, implemented in a computer software operating in a service gateway. The closest prior art, 
US Patent no. 6,758,397 is directed to a similar system of allowing user to receive information 
through a fixed or portable reader and providing interaction between the reader and a network 
server, wherein the interaction process provides an alternate routing of information. However, 
US Patent no. 6,758,397 either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious 
the recited features "wherein the reading of RFID identification codes and the inferring of an 
interaction are carried out through java servlets in an OSGI- complaint service bundle installed 
and operating in the service gateway". These features, in conjunction with all other limitations of 
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the dependents and independent claim renders claim 1-45 allowable. 

Since allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant is encouraged to submit 
formal drawings in response to this Office action. The early submission of formal drawings will 
permit the Office to review the drawings for acceptability and to resolve any informalities 
remaining therein before the application is passed to issue. This will avoid possible delays in the 
issue process.
